INTRODUCTION 


So many lists of children’s books have been published that a 
reason is due for printing still another. The following selection of 
books is intended as the foundation collection for the children’s 
shelves of a public library. The libraries of the many cities and 
villages, which have no children’s librarian and whose head librarian 
can not be expected to know all about every phase of her work, 
often carry very unbalanced collections of children’s books. The 
librarian seeking help finds many lists too short, composed almost 
exclusively of the classics, with too little attention given to a very 
real and practical problem, namely, the demand for popular and 
recent titles; she finds many lists too long and containing books that 
quickly get out of date; she finds some lists which belong to the 
school rather than to the public library, and so on. 

There are 300 titles given in this list. Here are the great books 
on which generations of children have been nourished and which 
no child of today should miss. Here are books for tiny children, 
for older children and for boys and girls in their early teens. Poetry, 
fairy tales and “ fact” books; books new and old; stories of home, 
school and out-of-doors; thrilling adventures; tales of “ far away and 
long ago” are included. The experience of many children’s libra- 
rians during many years of contact with all sorts and conditions of 
children has been put into this selection. 

It would be an interesting exercise for a librarian to read all 
these books and then try to make a list of all the “ windows” that 
these would open in a child reader’s mind; all the great writers 
and splendid artists gathered here; all the countries, times and sub- 
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jects introduced; the higher and the lesser ethical qualities ; the whole- 
some humor and clever wit; the varieties of style and language. 

Beautiful and therefore costly editions of particularly worth-while 
books have been listed, but the cheapest edition consistent with the 
maintenance of a proper standard in book make-up has also been 
given. The high cost of children’s books is a stumbling block to 
librarians, and is often pleaded as an excuse for buying cheap 
juveniles. Let me quote this illustration: If you went to a grocer 
to buy the best food for your child and the man scoffed at your 
putting your money into a bottle of grade A milk when he could 
give you a barrel of sawdust for the same money, would you take 
the sawdust? Shelves full of cheap trash are exactly as good nourish- 
ment for children’s minds and souls as sawdust is for their bodies. 
The prince and the pauper at $2.25 is an investment for the whole 
life of the many children to whom you give it. 

This list is not graded, but suggestions are given as to the ages 
to which the books will generally appeal. Never keep a bright 
youngster from reading the books on the “over ten” section, nor 
let an older child feel shamefaced about looking at the splendid 
picture books. None but books really classed as juveniles are given, 
but the librarian should have a shelf of fine adult books, old and 
new, Close to the children’s shelves, and all the boys and girls should 
be encouraged to read these as soon as they are ready for them, 
regardless of their ages or school grades. 

I wish that every librarian who has read the above would supple- 
ment this introduction by reading the 4. L. A. Manual on library 
work with children, especially the section on “ The Books.” 

With these principles of selection in mind, with the books listed 
below, and with the annual selection of new books prepared by the 
New York State Library for the Bookmark Section of New York 
Libraries no librarian need fear the inspection of her shelves by 
experts in children’s literature provided she has “ weeded” her old 
collection in accordance with the principles given.
